When the animal is about two to 
two and one-half years old. the light 
ring should be removed and a good 
heavy ring inserted. Iron rings should 
not be used as they rust and keep the 
bull's nose raw and sore The best 
are made of brass or bronze comitosi- 
tion metal and do not rust. 

In tying up the bull by the nose, 
one should be careful to avoid fright- 
ening him. causing him to Jump back 
and slit tbe ring out of his nose. It 
is safest to pass tbe tie chain through 
the nose ring and tlii'u up and around 
his horns and when he Jerks back most 
of the strain comes OB the home and 
not at the nose.

GERMANS S INK rA MOUt BXrK 

Fiery Croas Was Participator in Great 
Taa Raooa of '60a— Outlived All 
Her Contemporariaab ^ 

The Norwegian bark Hery Cross, 
recently sunk by a German aubmarinn 
off the ScUly isles, was the celebrated 
china clipper that flgured so promi- 
ni'iitly In Uu- great tea races of the 
SOg, Bays the New York Times. She 
was built in 1860 to replace the old 
Fiery Cross, which had been wrecked 
in the previous year 

Baall LAibbock. In hio raacloatlng 
work on "The China tUlppers," saya: 
"She was commanded on her maiden 
voyage by Dallas, who had been so 
Sttcceasful with the first Fiery Cross. 
Then Richard Robinson \\aA hrr until 
1806, and under those two famous 
skippers she proved well-nigh invin- 
cible, receiving the premium for the 
first vessel in dock on no fewer than 
four occasions, and being only IK 
hours behind in 1864 and l^^iii ne- 
sidee remaining In ths forefront of the 
racing for years longer than any other 
vessel, she outlived all her contempo- 
rarles." 

In the great tea race of 1366, won 
by the Artel, the Fiery Cross held the 
tead Tor a To'ng time, and when In the 
Downa was obliged to anchor because 
of a gale that sprang up la 1S71 she 
deserted the London trade for that of 
New York, and waa afterward sold to 
the Norwdatana.

San Piego. Cal , Oct. 5.— Contest 
of the will of the late A. G. Spald- 
ing, baseball pioneer aad hriHienaire 
sporting goods merchant, waa to be 
entered today imaiedia'ely after the 
filing of the will for probata, by 
Spaldinor's son. Keith, who eharKC!< 
that the will wa^^ procured throuuh 
the "undue influence of his wife, 
KHizabeth Churchill Spaldinir, a'd 
Mrs. ICatberine TinRley, head of the 
Uni veraai Brotherhood andTlwoaoph 
ical Society at Point Lioma, Cal 
Spalding died at his residence in 
Point Loam, Septembers laat. 

The contest alleges that for sever 
al years before h's death Spaldinit 
was not in bis right mind; that hi.« 
mental and physical strength mnim 
paired bjr advaablag ag«, bjf ilekness 
and by business worries. About $2, 
OOO.tKK) waa accumulated by Spald 
ing and his first wife, who died in 
1899. aceording to the conteatar .This, 
says Keitk BpaMtng, waa the result 
of the joint industry of his father 
and mother and was accumulated 
before the second mariiaga, which 
took place in IWO.' 

At the time of her marriage to 
SpaldinR, says the contestor, Mrs. 
Elizabeth Churchill was the intimate 
friend of Kaiherine Tingley ia "a 
theosophicai brotherhoad at Point 
Loma," and was "held out bf Mrs. 
Tingley to the public and to Eliza- 
beth Churchill Spalding aa her suc- 
cessor in the command of the work 
and institution." 

Immediately after the marriage, 
the document continues, Mrs. Spald- 
ing peraaaded her husband to take 
up Ma ri rt danca aritMa the grounds 
of the theosophicai institution. The 
purpose of this, it is alleged, "opon 
information and belief," waa to 
alienate Spalding from hia saa.

The adopt- 
ed son, Albert Spalding, was also be 
queathed $100,000. of which he baa 
received $1,000. The ramainder of 
the eaute waa left to Mra.
